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PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS 


The Board of Directors of QCWA, at its annual meeting in Houston, 
Texas, on October 8, 1976, adopted two proposals to amend the Con- 
stitution of QCWA. In accordance with Article VI of the Constitu- 
tion, the two proposed amendments are presented herein and will be 
known as "Proposition Number 1" and "Proposition Number 2." 


PROPOSITION NUMBER 1 


It is proposed to delete the existing Section 2 of Article I, of 
the Constitution of QCWA, which states the purposed of the Associ- 
ation shall be: 


(a) To foster and develop friendship and cooperation among ama- 
teur wireless and radio operators of more than twenty-five 
years! standing. 


(b) To take general interest in all matters affecting or involy- 
ing amateur wireless or radio and sponsor such actions as may 
be deemed proper in their interests. 


It is proposed to adopt the following paragraphs which will amend 
Section 2 of Article I of the Constitution to read: 


Sec, 2. ‘The purposes of the Association Shall be: « 


(a) To operate exclusively for charitable, educational 
and scientific purposes, entitling the corporation 
to exemption under the provisions of Section 501 
(c)(3), and more specifically to study and contri- 
bute to the development of radio communications 
programs and to provide a scholarship fund for 
needy and worthy students for the study of radio 
communication. 


(b) In furtherance of its corporate purposes, the Cor- 
poration shall have all general powers enumerated 
in Section 202 N-PCL, together with the power to 
solicit grants and contributions for corporate 
purposes. 


(c) Nothing herein shall authorized this corporation, 
directly or indirectly, to engage in or include 
among its purposes, any of the activities mentioned 
in Not-For-Profit Corporations Law, Section 404 
(b)-(p) or Executive Law, Section 757. 


(d) No part of the income of the corporation shall inure 
to the benefit of any member, trustee, director, 
officer of the corporation, or any private individ- 
ual (except that reasonable compensation may be paid 
for services rendered to or for the corporation af- 
fecting one or more of its purposes), and no member, 
trustee, officer of the corporation or any private 
individual shall be entitled to share in the dis- 
tribution of any of the corporate assets on disso- 
lution of the corporation 


(e) No part of the activities of the corporation shall 
be carrying on propaganda, or otherwise attempting 
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to influence legislation, or participating in, or 
intervening in (including the publication or distri- 
bution of statements), of any political campaign on 
behalf of any candidate for public office, 


(£) Im the event of dissolution, all of the remaining 
assets and property of the corporation shall, after 
necessary expenses thereof, be distributed to such 
organizations as shall qualify under Section 501 (c) 
(3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, as amend- 
ed, subject to an order of a Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the State of New York. 


(g) The corporation shall distribute its income for each 
taxable year at such time and in such manner as not to 
subject it to tax under Section 4942 of the Internal Rev- 
enue Code of 1954, as amended, and the corporation shall 
not (a) engage in any act of self-dealing as defined in 
Section 4941 (d) of the Code; (b) retain any excess busi- 
ness holdings as defined in Section 4943 (c) of the Code; 
(c) make any investments in such manner as to subject the 
corporation to tax under Section 4944 of the €ode; or (d) 
make any taxable expenditures as defined in Section 4945 
(d) of the Code. 


PROPOSITION NUMBER 2 


It is proposed that Article VI, Section 1, of the Constitution be 
amended to read as follows: 


Sec. 1. Amendments to this constitution may be initiated by a 
majority vote of the Board of Directors, or by petition 
submitted to the Secretary by at least 10% of the members 
in good standing on January 1 of the year of submission 
of the petition. Proposed amendments shall be mailed 
with a ballot to all members in good standing at least 
twenty (20) days before the date appointed for the return 
of the ballot, and the ballot shall carry a statement of 
this time limit. Approval of the amendment by at least 
two-thirds of the members voting shall be necessary for 
its enactment. 


END 


The purpose of the amendments proposed may be simply explained. In 
Proposition Number 1, the Board is proposing to amend the Constitu- 
tion to re-define the purposes of QCWA in a manner consistant with 
the requirements of Federal Law governing Organizations granted ex- 
emption under the provisions of Section 501 (c)(3) of the internal 
revenue code. This exemption would permit QCWA to solicit gifts 

to be used in furthering its purposes, and the donor would be given 
the privilege of using the reasonable value of the gift as a person- 
al or otherwise tax exemption on his income tax statement. 


The purpose of the amendment to Article VI, Section 1 (Proposition 
Number 2) is to permit a reasonable number of members to submit a 
proposed amendment to the Constitution directly to the members at 
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large without prior submission to the Board of Directors approval. 


The Board of Directors specified that the Executive Secretary make 
it very clear that the Board recommends that the two propositions 
presented herein be adopted by an overwhelming membership vote

LIFE MEMBERSHIP IN QCWA 


Maybe that many of you are unfamiliar with the manner in which the 
Life-Membership funds are handled. Since the beginning, all such 
funds have been deposited, and the interest used to pay operating 
costs. Life membership fees have been based on an amount which would 
approximately equal the regular dues..i.e., in the beginning, Life 
membership was $25, and the dues for three years was $5...later on 
the Life membership went to $35, and dues went to $7 for 3 years, in 
1974 Life membership went to $50, and 10 dollars for 3 years. As 
can be seen, $50, deposited at about 7% will bring in $3.50 interest 
annually, about $10 for 3 years. A long time ago we could make do 
with 7% interest on 25 dollars (1.75 a year), but no longer. In that 
time postage was 4 cents, printing and other costs very low, but just 
as everyone else has problems, so does QCWA. As a consequence a few 
members have voluntarily contributed an amount that will bring their 
life membership into line with that currently charged...the first of 
these were: 

W6ATC - $25.00; K4IDC - 25.00; W2AIM - 25.00

If you can't that is alright 
too. One thing is certain, your membership is QCWA is a bargain and 
we aim to keep it that way, right now its less than a cent a day.

Your 
patience is appreciated. 


We've been seeing a whale of a lot of activity around Corpus Christi 
with Doc Best, of ARRL fame, working like a beaver.

With finding the addressograph material unusable, 
without many hours of work, we had two or three choices...hopefully 
we took the best route. Applications formembership were piling up, 
dues payments, requests for service on Certificates and all other 
normal business together with a newsletter to get out in less than 
6 weeks time. We took the option of processing Applications first, 
then dues, then neweletter work in that order, and left the work of 
straightening out the labels, etc. to a computer. 


There will be many errors, for these we ask your pardon, and ask 
that you let us know of everything that goes wrong.

Headquarters has a library of old call books which will provide proof 
in most cases. A request, with a self-addressed return envelope will 
bring a copy for you. 


An entry fee of $3 is charged for initial membership. Dues in the 
amount of $10 for three years are payable in advance with the appli- 
cation. Life membership may be obtained for $50, plus entry fee of 
$3.00. Time payment on Life membership is also available: Three 
payments within 1 year of $25, $15 and $10 respectively. Upon the 
completion of your membership fee, the Life Membership Certificate 
will be issued. 


o CERTIFICATES 5 
MEMBERSHIP CERTIFICATES, numbered in chronological order, are is- 
sued to each member, The numbers are never re-issued, except to the 
same person who may have allowed his membership to lapse. ~ Blue Cer- 
tificates and membership cards are issued to regular members. Gold 
Certificates and membership cards are issued to Life Members. Stick- 

ers are available to update new calls, and so forth. Replacement 
certificates may be obtained for a fee of 50 cents. 


GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY certificates are issued, upon request and proof 
of eligibility, to those who have completed 50 years in Amateur 
Radio, Decals are issued for each additional 2 years, upon request. 
Replacement of a Golden Anniversary certificate is $1,00, 


50 YEARS CONTINUOUSLY LICENSED Certificates are issued to QCWA mem- 
bers whose calls appear in all issued of the callbook since 1926. 
There is a charge of $1.00 for this certificate. 


60th ANNIVERSARY Certificates are issued to those who have complet- 
ed 60 years in Amateur Radio. 


QCWA WORKED ALL STATES Certificates are issued to QCWA members who 
submit proof of working QCWA members in all 50 states of the U. S, 


WORKED 100 QCWA Certificates issued by the Operating Activities 
Manager, to all members who submit proof of working 100 QCWA members. 


WORKED 60 QCWA CHAPTER certificates are issued by the Operating 
Activities Manager, to all members submitting proof of such work. 


QCWA QSO PARTY. A plaque is issued on behalf of QCWA, by the Oper- 
ating Activies Manager, to the winner of the Annual QSO Party. The 
plaque will be inscribed with the Winners Name, his score and the 
year of his winning. A new plaque is issued each year. Certificates 
are also issued to the top three chapters with the highest aggregate 
scores in the annual QSO Party.
